Bricker Crushes Dsvey 
Gov. John W. Brtcker got a sec­ 
ond term by decisively smashing 
Democratic Martin L. Davey’s third 
term comeback after a campaign in 
which Bricker’^ claims of reducing 
state costs thousands of dollars 
were one of the chief issues.

Proposal Is Beaten 


By a vote of nearly 3 to I. elec­ 
tors of the East Liverpool school 
district Tuesday gave their approv­ 
al to renewal of a 3-mill five-year 
levy for school operating expenses. 
While the school district was 
approving its levy, voters of East 
Liverpool gave their approval to a 
1-mlll levy 
for 
poor relief 
and 
also 
rejected 
another 
proposed 
levy of 1-mill to provide free col­ 
lection of garbage. 
The school levy was approved by 
a 
vote of 
8,026 
for 
and 
2,716 
against—a 
m ajority 
of 5,310 
or 
about 74 percent. 
It required but 
a majority for adoption. 
The vote on the poor relief levy 
was 5.512 for and 3.387 against— 
a majority of 617 above the neces­ 
sary 55 percent. 
The garbage levy won a m ajor­ 
ity but fell short of the 65 percent 
affirmative 
needed 
for 
passage.

The vote on this proposal was 
5,234 for the levy and 3,719 against.

WASHINGTON. Nov. 6 — The 
Democrats, riding a tide of votes 
with President Roosevelt, kept con­ 
trol of both house and senate in 
Tuesday’s election. 
An official tabulation at 9 a. 
rn. showed they won 226 house 
seats, for more than a majority. 
to 109 for the Republicans. In ad­ 
dition. one 
incumbent 
American 
Laborite was reelected. A major­ 
ity is 218. 
Contrary to Republican predic­ 
tions that they would gain from 
50 to 80 seats, the returns indi­ 
cated that the Democrats might 
win a few more than their present 
house strength of 258. 
The Democrats have held con­ 
trol of the house since John N. 
Garner, now vice president, was 
chosen speaker in 1931 and of 'the 
senate since victors In the first 
Roosevelt landslide of 1932 took 
Office March 4. 1933. 
Their majority in the new senate, 
convening next Jan. 3. was hard­ 
ly in danger but any vestige of 
doubt was elem inated when the

at stake in this year’s balloting. 
These added to 44 holdover sen­ 
ate seats. The senate has 96 mem­ 
bers, of which a third are filled 
every two years.

Willkie Concedes Defeat With 
Telegram After Executive 
Ends Office Tradition 


By The Aeeoclated Pres*. 
President Roosevelt, the precedent - breaker, 
smashed one of America’s most ancient traditions to­ 
day with a dramatic and sweeping victory in his battle 
for a third term. 
His election was conceded in mid-morning by 
Wendell L. Willkie, his dogged, hard-hitting Repub­ 
lican opponent, who had made the third term ques­ 
tion one of the two outstanding issues of a slam-bang 
campaign. 
At 10:30 a. nj., in New York, W illkie’* press secretary, 
Lem. Jones, gave out the text of this congratulatory telegram! 
“ Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
“ President of the United States, 
“ Hyde Park, N. Y. 
“ Congratulations on your re-election as President of thd 
United States. 
I know that we both are gratified that so many 
American citizens participated in the election. 
I wish you all 
personal health and happiness. 
Cordially, 
“ Wendell L. W illkie.” 
468 Electoral Va tat Baan 
The full extent of the Presidents victory could not be meas* 
ared finally in advance of a more complete tabulation of the 
votes of several states. 
Nevertheless, at 10:45 a. rn., it appeared that his election 
had been accomplished with 468 of the 531 electoral vote*. 
The number required for election is 266. 
Indications are thai 
his popular plurality will prove considerably less than the mar­ 
gin of more than 10,000,000 by which he was elected in 1936. 
In addition to a substantial lead in New York, the Pres£ 
dent held the advantage in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Missouri, Min­ 
nesota, New Jersey, California and Illinois, among others. 
Willkie was leading in nine stalest Colorado, Iowa, Indiana 
Kansas, Maine, Nebraska, North Dakota, South Dakota and Ver­ 
mont. 
The nine have 63 electoral votes. 
Helped along by the President* sweep, Democrats kept 
control of both the house and senate. 
Roosevelt Leede From First 
In great stales and email, from New Ham pshire to California, tb s 
cltitens who exercised democracy’s right of franchise yeeterday seem* 
Ingly rejected the Republican candidacy of W inkle by an overwhelm­ 
ing electoral majority and returned the new deal to W ashington w ith 
possible greater power than heretofore. 
The lido of ballots ran heavily in Mr. Roosevelt's favor alm ost 
from the first—ballote he bad asked ae a “vote of confidence” in hie 
adm inistration, born In the domestic crisis year of U IS and now giver* 
another font-year tenure In the international crisis year of 1840. 
Hen. Charles L. McNary of Oregon. W lllkle’s vice presidential run­ 
ning mate, also acknowledged defeat and sent his congratulations to 
Mr. Roosevelt and th* Democratic vice presidential candidate. H enry 
A. W allace. 
“We shall try to afford Mr. Roosevelt end hie associates a w orthy 
and vigilant opposition,*' McNary said in a statem ent a t Salem, Ora, 
“Today’s trend Indicate* a victory for our principles four year* henos.* 
Indications are that the total vote cast broke all previOBf record# 
despite unfavorable w eather in some sections of the country. But th# 
broken record which made this election unique was th# return of rn 
President to office for a third term.

The tradition which fell with Mr. Roooevelt’e victory dated bac* 
almost to th# founding of the republic when George W ashington, Im

H e also tem porarily acquired Rhode Island 
and Illinois. 
Major State* Shift In Recs 
Ohio, Ilks Illinois, first w ent into the Republican column. Them 
Pennsylvania started the m arch of populous states for the Democrats 
and W illkle’s lead In Ohio dwindled until the count turned Into a 
Democratic majority. Republicans looked with desperate hope tow ard 
New York, where late closing of the poll* delayed all hint of how th e 
vote woald go for them In the all Im portant Empire state. 
By IO p. rn. Mr. Roosevelt had gained the lead In stales with 564 
electoral vote# while W illkie was m ustering 121 electoral votes. 
New York, among others, still was silent but the Republican can­ 
didate steadily built up a commanding lead in New Jersey—home of 
Mayor Frank Hague of Jersey City, vice chairman of th# Democratic 
national committee. At tim es his New Jersey vote was as much as 
2 to I over Mr. Roosevelt’s. This was a ray of hope for Jersey’s web 
tag habits normally parallel those of New York in a presidential year. 
About this tim# Mr. Roosevelt telephoned from Hyde Park to Ed* 
ward J. Flynn, the Democratic national chairman, In New York city, 
that he w as "very confident” of re-election.

Reopening of schools in Yellow 
Creek township, closed since last 
spring, seemed assured as a result 
of Tuesday’s general election when 
township voters approved a 3-mill 
operating levy by a vote of almost 
four to one. 
Both the east aud west precincts | more than 
ratified the levy, 342 to 87. The 
JEast precinct was 136 to 32, and 
the W est 206 to 65. 
This 
was the third 
time that 
the levy was submitted within a 
year. It was rejected first in No­ 
vember, 1038. and again at a spe­ 
cial election in February this year. 
The school board kept the schools 
open 
for 
the 
rem ainder of 
the 
1939-40 term. but classes were not

last Septem ber for the 
lack of funds. 
To be eligible for state founda­ 
tion funds, the board now will be 
compelled to crowd 180 days of 
school into the rem ainder of the 
present term which is Indicated.

The Greeks Aren’t Cooperating 


k 'E W S from the neweat battlefront fall* 
short of being em barrassing for the 
Axis power. Things began to get out of 
when the G reeks claimed a naval victory on top of 
boasting that they were bolding their own on land. 
There Is no Inclination anyw here to stick pine 
in Italian national pride. T here simply Is universal 
desire to deflate the over-expanded egos of sword- 
rattling dictators, which Is another thing entirely. 
If the Greeks can do the unexpected and make Beni­ 
to Mussolini and Adolf H itler eat crow, they will 
bring more happiness to m ankind this year than 
Santa Claus. 
In all probability, Greek resistance at this stage 
Is more accident than omen. The Greeks ar* brave. 
they have something to fight for, but they have 
little to fight with; they are Inferior to the Italians 
In number and equipment. If Germans ar* bolster­ 
ing the Italian army, It will take a miracle to save 
Greece from defeat. 
Rut. hit by bit it Is being disclosed that the Aits 
p o se rs a re n ’t nearly so lough as advertised 
lo 
their press clippings; that they can be set back on 
their heel* by smaller nations; that steararoUlng 
and blitzkrieging can he stopped cold; that dictator­ 
ship is composed of two part* of bluff to one pert 
fact—and all together these are the most important 
discoveries of 1940. 


HEN the returns are in 
about half the people, those 
who voted for the loser, will have 
lo ask themselves how seriously 
they believe the campaign orator* 
who told them that democracy was 
lost 
if their opponents 
won 
the 
election. 
Much 
will 
depend 
on 
how the losers answer this ques­ 
tion. 
If 
they 
believe 
seriously 
that 
Mr. Winkle Is the head and front 
of an unholy alliance of reaction­ 
aries 
and 
revolutionists 
or

Mr. Roosevelt Is the center of an 
effort to set up a dictatorship and 
establish national socialism, then 
the loser cannot accept the result 
of this election as Americans have 
always, with the dreadful exception 
only of the election of 1160, ac­ 
cepted the results of a1] their elec­ 
tions. 
But as a m atter of fart the na­ 
tion will accept the result because 
accepting the result is the deep 
habit of this, the oldest and most 
solidly established dmeocracy on 
earth. 
The nation will accept the 
result because the people know In 
their 
hearts 
that 
the 
rhetorical 
threats and the rhetorical promises 
which they have Just been h ear­ 
ing belong to the routine of cam ­ 
paigning In the month of October 
before election, and that for every 
grain 
of 
tru th 
these 
political 
words contain there are IO grains 
of buncombe. 
W ere It not for this habitual 
common aense, which rests upon 
three centuries of experience on 
this soil with lawful and respon­ 
sible 
government, 
elections 
here 
would not he elections; they would 
he, as In 
so many other lands 
where democrscy 
Is 
not 
deeply 
rooted In habit, Hie prelude to civil 
war. 
This common sense now will 
prevail.

feat in the World war and a coup 
d'etat in the big cities. 
Italy, the second of them. was 
nominally a victor, but in fact a de­ 
feated nation In the World war, 
and It was not until a coup d’etat 
had deprived Italians of their lib­ 
erties th a t the descent into totali­ 
tarianism 
began. 
Germany, 
the 
third of them, was betrayed and 
captured 
by a conspiracy 
which 
Instituted totalitarianism when It 
i had suppressed the civil liberties 
and representative government. 
The France of the Vichy govern- 
' m eat Is the fourth of th em —per­ 
h a p s- and It was as a result of de­ 
feat and conquest that the French 
democracy 
was 
suppressed, 
and 
then only did we begin to hear of a 
i totalitarian France. 
But who can 
doubt that if France could gel rid 
of her conqueror. France would get 
rid of her would-be dictators? 
Thus, it seems to me. th# lesson 
I Is clear. Defend democracy against 
its external enemies so that it can­

Intimidated, 
maintain the authority of 
lawful 
government

home against all 
conspiracies 
and

ele­ 
ments. and within this arm or of

The c h e m i s t , Dr. Ernst Herl. fled 
from Germ any In 1932. 
H e began 
hts studies of the formation 
of 
coal and oil deposits 13 years ago. 
Dr. 
Rerl 
now 
claim s to 
have 
solved 
(he 
process 
by which na­ 
ture 
produced and stored away 
fuel reserves. In his laboratory, he 
ta prepared to change a handker­ 
chief 
into 
high-grade 
coal, 
mo­ 
lasses Into anti knock gasoline. 
Through the processes he hss 
developed, Dr, Berl said. the way 
is open to m anufacture fuel from 
common 
carbohydrates, 
such 
as 
cellulose and sugars of corn, sea­ 
weed. algae, molasses and cotton. 
He believes s o m e d a y man can 
cease to draw upon dwindling oil 
supplies and turn to the farm er’s 
products for lubrication and power. 
While 
present 
coal 
resources 
may last 3.OOO years. Dr. Berl said. 
this nation's supply of “ easy to 
get" oil may be exhausted in 50 
yea rs, 
“ O ur children 
will have to do 
som ething with this problem.’* he 
said. “ l>et's he extremely careful of 
our resources: let’s he liberal with 
our farm products.** 


A! 
8 long as oil Is available at l l 
barrel, he admitted, “no syn­ 
thetic process can compete with 
nature.** 
Rut In countries without natural 
oil, he predicted 
his process may 
he used 
in "the not 
so distant 
future.’* 
and 
In 
other 
countries 
when reserves fall. 
Dr. B ell’s researches started In 
Germany when he abandoned the 
accepted theory that natural coal 
and oil were a derivative of lignin. 
or lignite, and set out to re-plot 
the processes of nature. 
His research, he said. 
showed 
coal and oil were derivatives of 
cellulose, rather than lignin and 
that the formation of asp h alt was 
an interm ediate step In the proc­ 
ess. rath er than a product of oil. 
With 
this mystery solved. Dr. 
Berl began to reproduce the proc­ 
ess In his test tubes. T he result 
was synthetic coal and oil. which. 
Dr. 
Berl 
stated, have 
the 
same 
properties as the natural materials. 
“ N ature had, let us say, 400,- 


000,000 year* to produce these m a­ 
terials.” the scientist, now a nat­ 
uralized citizen, said. "W ith high­ 
er tem peratures and higher press­ 
ure. now we can produce them In 
an hour.’’ 


I xia method, he added, is "very 
* easy.” 
Carbohydrates, such as produced 
In vegetation, are combined with 
limestone, or dolomite, and heated 
under pressure until converted in­ 
to a dark, tar-llke substance, which 
Dr. 
Berl 
has named "proto-prod­ 
uct.” Under further Internal com 
boation, the substance is converted 
Into asphalt. 
T he asphalt, In turn, Is convert­ 
ed Into coal and oil by "cracking” 
or 
h y d ro g e n a tio n . 
The 
final 
product can be changed from coal 


to oil by varying the amount of 
limestone used. 
The cost of producing gasoline 
from 
common 
carbohydrates, 
a c ­ 
cording 
to 
Dr. 
Berl 
would 
be 
four times the cost of distilling It 
from 
natural 
oil at 
the present 
time. F urther Improvement of the 
proces* will reduce the ratio to 
about three to one, he said. 
Production 
of gasoline by 
the 
new 
method, however, would 
be 
cheaper than by the hvdrogeniza- 
tlon of coal, as is being done in 
Germ any at the present time, and 
costs approximately the sam e as 
distillation from oil-bearing shale. 
The abundance of carbohydrates 
available for conversion into oil by 
the new method, however, gives It 
an advantage over existing meth 
ode. he said.
